Dear  Sir1: 

Tn  reply  to  your  reauest  tor  a  letter  outlining  v nat  is  being 
done  by  tne  University  of  Toronto  for  the  benefit  ot  trie  clayworking 
industry  in  Cp.r.ada  I  'ray  say  that  owing  to  the  development  ot  late  ot 
the  department  of  Metallurgy  under  Professor  George  A.  Guess  it  has  been 
possicle  for  us  to  provide  space  for  investigating  work  in  clays  that  ha3 
been  conducted  in  the  laboratories  of  the  Metallurgical  department  by  Mr. 
J.  Keele,  who  is  on  tne  staff  of  the  Geological  Survey.  The  result  has 
been,  that  we  have  had  ir.  all  Quite  a  large  number  of  men  wno  nave  nad  more 
or  less  systematic  instruction  in  ceramic  work.  About  tnirty  students:, 
chiefly  in  tne  final  year,  are  preparing  their  theses  in  clayworking 
subjects.  To  tne  third  year  architects,  to  the  fourth  year  men  in  civil, 
sanitary  and  highway  engineering,  and  to  the  fourth  year  men  short  courses 
of  lectures  nave  be?in  given.  In  the  department  of  Metallurgy  all  the 

fourth  ytar  mein  taking  Metallurgy,  of  whom  there  are  nineteen,  have  been

given  laboratory  work  with  clays.  This  work  includes  testing  for  (l) 
plasticity,  (2)  shrinkage  on  drying  ,  (3)  shrinkage  on  burning,  (4) 
fusibility,  (5)  tensile  strength,  and  (o)  water  absorption  of  tne  curned 
s  ha  pe .

Three  fourth  year  Miners  who  have  elected  to  take  their  theses 
in  Metallurgy  are  receiving  aid  from  Mr.  Keele  in  tne  clay  laboratories.

Their  thesis  work  will  include  tne  trading  and  testing  of  refractory 
bricksused  in  metallurgical  work,  in  addition  to  fairly  complete  testing 
work  with  typical  Canadian  clays. 

This  of  course  i3  merely  a  teg  inning:,  but  it  is  a 
beginning  from  which  we  hope  greater  things  will  soon  rol'low.  Toronto  is 

3ucn  a  centre  for  tne  clayworking  industry  tnat  it  is  only  reasonable  to

expect  tne  Dominion  Gov  irnment  to  provide  a  laboratory  for  investigating

clays  in  this  large  centre  of  tne  industry.  Tne  University  would  be 
glad  tc  provide  tne  space,  ana  while  tne  students  might  nave  the  advantage 
oi  seeing  what  is  being  done  in  these  laboratories;,  they  would  be  taugnt 
by  our  own  tmtacners.  It  is  of  course  known  to  your  readers  tnat  the 
work  we  would  do  will  be  different  from  wnat  is  done  in  the  Technical 
Schools.  We  should  be  providing  for  the  education  of  the  ceraTic 
engineer,  the  man  who  is  to  bet  put  in  Charge  of  investigations.,  and  wno 
would  have  tne  direction  of  large  works.  I  nope  that  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  in  tne  University  of  Toronto  tnere  will  be  a  well  established 
course  in  ceramic  engineering.
